Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana

Tlio testimony of eight witnesses, all of 
whom had served ott the Brooklyn dur- 
ing tho Spanish war and "all of whom' 
were friendly to Admiral Schley, was 
heard, by. .the naval court of inquiry on 
the twenty-third. day. Each of them, np : 
on being asked, praised Schley's 'conduct 
during tho battle. Those whoso dtitica 
had given tliein.the-requlslto knowledge 
added facts. to help out the theories that 
are being developed to> explain the slow- 
ness of the movement toward Santiago 
n ud the Brooklyn's loop during the but- 
tle.

Mr. Hannn, he anid 
that ho could not hare distinguished ob- 
jects on tho shore Hne.at night, 

"Could you. see the vcbhcIs on the In- 
ner picket line at night?"

Tho examination of seven witnesses 
wns concluded on this day, nnd that of 
the. eighth, ■ Ident.-.B. W. Wells, Jr., who 
served throughout the Spanish, war nf 
Admiral "Schley's flag lieutenant; was 
started when nn adjournment wns taken, 
Tho witnesses -simply substantiated tes- 
timony already given concerning the work 
of the Brooklyn during the bnttlo of San- 
tiago nnd tho coaling arrangements of tho 
fleet. They were; Commaiidey-'*BeglnaId 
P. Xicholsbn, navigator of thc-Orpgou; 
Medical Director Charles M, dDA r al)n, a 
surgeon aboard the Brooklyn;. Ciip'ain J, 
L. Hannum, retired, chief .'(*jcug)ucer 
aboard tho Brooklyn at tho tiiii'o or the 
bnttIe;-Lleut. Thomas F. Carter, Pmslgn 
W.:P. Crbalu, Carpenter J. B. Warford, 
nil of tho Brooklyn;. J, h, Hanlcy, chief 
machinist aboard the, Texas, aadLdeut, 
J.'P. J. Byhn, nesistnnt engineer on tho 
Brooklyn. 

Commander Nicholson* detnilcd .the 
chase of the Colon, tracing the race along 
the" shore and tolling of tho Brooklyn's 
position with regard, to that of the Span- 
ish slilps. " He said he had not seen tho 
Brooklyn and Texas less than a xuilo 
apart nt any time during tlio light, and 
that It Would be impossible to state 
whether the Brooklyn or Oregon led in 
the chase.

Llent. Carter,^pnst assistant engineer 
aboard the Brooklyn at tho time' of the 
battle, suld that at no time during tho 
fight wero her' engines stopped or re-

Ensign Cronlu, who served as elgnal 
ofllcer aboard the Brooklyn, testified con- 
cerning tho Voyage from Cienfucgos to 
Santiago and gnve some Interesting evi- 
dence 'about the engagement of. July 3. 
Ho watched the "loop" maneuver or tho 
Brooklyn, nnd just before It was ordered 
he saw thj) Y'scayn turn out from shoto, 
'the Impression created In his mind being 
that she wns going to try to rum the com- 
modore's vessel.

lug the article was printed and' ready for 
distribution before the President wna 
shot. Also -thnt It was a quotation from 
an article published fifty years ago and 
reprinted by him fifteen years ago, After 
imposing the sentence Judge Hinsdale 
rend tho opinion of tho court, lu which bo 
said : 

"It is no naswer to the evil and crim- 
inal nature of this article' to claim, that 
it was written for the purpose of de- 
stroying crowned heads, It inculcates bud 
enforces -the idea Unit murder, Is tlio prop- 
er remedy -to be applied ngninst riders, 
Tho facf, that It was published fifty, years 
ago nnd republished about fifteen years 
ago only emphasizes and given added 
point to the criminality of the republish-' 
ing of it at any time. It shows deliberate 
Intent to Inculcate nnd promulgate the 
doctrines of the article. 

."This wo lipid to bo n. criminal act- 
It Is not necessary to trace any connec- 
tion In 'this article with the assassination 
of the late President. The offense here, 
In the eyes of the Inw. Is precisely the 
same aa if the event had never occurred."

AN ANCIENT DOCUMENT. 

How School Teachers Got Their Fay 
Kearlj a Hundred Tears Ago. 

N. S. Cannon brings to the editor 'a 
document that is really a curiosity in its 
line. It is a contract made by Mr. Can- 
non's father, John Cannon, to teach school, 
and it'Bhows thaMhe school teacher's lot 
was by no means a snap in those "good old 
days m Ohio." This ancient document 
reads ne follows : 

"I John Cannon, do bind myself to tho 
under subscribers that 1 will hind myself to 
teach their children for thirty-seven .and a 
half cents a month per scholar provided 
there shall be fourteen scholars subscribed 
for, to be paid in wheate ' this winter or 
Bhugor next spring, tho subscribers to 
board me and will begin the school when 
the house shall be filed,, shugar or wheate 
to be delivered at Stephen Cannon's : house 
in Aurora." 

This ancient document is dated -Dec, 4, 
1809, and is signed by seven persons, guar- 
anteeing eleven "scliotlars," and nil agree 
to pay in "shugar." Now let's see what a 
princely salary this old-time pedagogue 
drew. Eleven "echollnrs" at 37}$ cents 
each per month would mean 84.25 if the 
teacher were paid in money, but paid in 
"shugar" it is impossible to figure it out 
at this late day. It is safo to Bay that Mr. 
Cannon was notable to take many long 
journeys during his vacations.

It Is well nud tmly said that the sub- 
ject of reciprocity Is "u large niiil com- 
plicated ono'^so Inige and ho compli- 
cated that not even President McKln- 
IcjV.wlth his wealth of practical knowl- 
edge In tariff, matters, could or did 
claim to have mustered It Unlike that 
rather numerous brood of quick think- 
ers who imagine they have, solved the 
intricate problem nfter having given It 
a cursory glnuce, and who ilon*t t rou- 
ble themselves about the working de- 
tail!;, Mr. McKJuley considered It to 
be bis duty to go Into. the reciprocity 
question deeply mid thoroughly. He 
had previously turned the matter over 
to litiuds and heads which he supposed 
were competent, only to find out that 
they were bunglers nnd botchers, So, 
In Ihc last few mouths of bis life ho 
had devoted himself studiously to the 
exnnuimtloh of reciprocity, alike on 
general principles and In detailed work- 
ings. The result of his painstaking In- 
vestigation was the Buffalo speech, in 
which he declared for the enlargement 
of our foreign trade through n scheme 
of reciprocal concessions such ns should 
not curtail domestic production. In his 
judgment, reciprocity that should In- 
crease tho Imports of articles "which 
wc ourselves produce" wns not reci- 
procity at till; It was free trade In dis- 
guise. 

It was this dccp-.scntcd conviction 
which a n I umleil the .statement by Pres- 
ident McKluley to n close nud confiden- 
tial friend, In Washington; on the after- 
noon of .Tunc C, 10UJ, to the effect that 
ho (the President) favored only that 
plan of reciprocity sanctioned by the 
ltcpubllcan national platform of 1000— 
namely, reciprocity "In articles which 
we do not ourselves produce," nud that 
ho was opposed to any scheme of trade 
extension that would take from a sin- 
gle A inert can workman his job. There 
Is' precisely where William McKInley 
stood nt the end of the II rat week In 
June, nt n time when tho quick think- 
ers had bhn nil thought out ns ready to 
abandon protection, nud that' Is where 
he stood when nt lluffnlo In the first 
week of. September he made his lust 
grent speech. 

Hence, we say, the over-night theo- 
rists would do well to think again onco 
or twice before they attribute to the 
dead President and to his successor In 
ollico views nnd purposes regarding re- 
ciprocity not entertained by either Mr. 
McKluley or Mr, 'Roosevelt The pol- 
icy of McKInley Is to be continued nb- 
solulely uu broken by Roosevelt The 
country has this pledge recorded, as It 
were, over McKi nicy's coilln.

Entrance to the vault was gained 
through a tunnel which hnd'becn left In 
the construction of the postofllce. En- 
tering Hie basement of the postofllco from 
Ui& southeast corner ot tho building, they 
followed the wlndiagH of a tunnel be- 
tween nlors and posts that support tho 
structure. They, bad to go nearly ncrofis 
the entire space covered' by the postofllco 
until they reached the stamp vault on the 
woHt side.. 

With n drill they per forntbd tlio' cast ; 
Iron bottom at the sufc and knocked, out. a 
piece. Inrge enpugh'to mnko'a Bpaco ; to 
admit a ninn. Tho rest of the work was 
easy. With nix men it w*oiild have been 
necessary to'rrinlib 'scrcrhr trips* to nnd 
from the wagon to despoil the vault of its. 
treasure. 

The robbers did their work well, not a 
Btninp being Overlook oil..'- Within n few 
feet of them was the cash safe containing 
n greater fortune In currency than -woe 
represented In the stamps that were stol- 
en. The stamps were placed In a wngon 
Hint .was driven' to the southeast corner 
of the postolllco and out of Bight of any 
prying eyes from Michigan avenue. 

I'ostofUeo oillclnls and Chicago detec- 
tives arc open in their belief that men 
who knew the postofllce and the nature of 
its- construction hnd a hand In tho rob- 
bery.,! This theory is bomo out by tho 
courso followed by tho robbers. The 
space between the floor of-thc postofllco 
nnd tho ground is crowded with. posts,' 
piers and piles of eartli,;tvhlch give to it 
tlio appearance of being tunneled In sev- 
eral directions. To reach tho vault from 
tho point of entrance It is necessary to 
follow n course which no man could trnee, 
unless ho had gone, over ft several times. 
Tho tunnel followed by " tlio thieves 
branches Into Innumerable courues; 
ltoliltcry 11 Difficult Due. 

It wng not' without dilllculty that the 
robbery was accomplished. The location 
of the safe nnd the trip from the point 
of entrance were tho least dl 111 cult. Ar- 
rived at tho spot over which they had 
assumed the vault to bo the men found 
their way barred by a piece of flooring 
and a large box. 

\They cut a hole through. this floor and 
then found that a big box barred further 
progress.' Tills was large enough to re- 
quire the strength of more than one man 
to remove It It was thrown to ono side, 
however, and the rest was easy. Tlio 
sharp drill was brought into play against 
the Iron floor of tho vault. . The work 
of perforating the Iron required work of 
hours. Nearly half a hundred of tho 
bores wcro necessary before the burglars 
could knock tho piece out. It Is suppos- 
ed that ono map. worked In the vault nnd 
passed tbo stumps out to bis accom- 
plices. '■ '
